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Pro-lifers doubt poll findings

ALCALA PARK — Local pro-life 
leaders questioned the findings of a poll 
on abortion commissioned by Planned 
Parenthood of San Diego and Riverside 
Counties. 

The results of the survey were 
published in the Oct. 9 issue of The San 
Diego Union. 

Members of Planned Parenthood ‘‘are 
pros at manipulating the wording of 
questions in order to serve their 
purposes,’ said Joan Patton, former 
president of the Right to Life Council of 
San .Diego County. 

Robert Meadow, president of Decision 
Research and director of the study, gave 
the Southern Cross the wording for three 
questions posed in the telephone survey. 

Regarding school health clinics, results 
showed that 79 percent of those surveyed 
agreed with the statement: Our school 
system should have health clinics for 
students who need them. 

Father Douglas Regin, diocesan Pro- 
Life/Respect Life coordinator, said he 
was surprised by this outcome. ‘‘When 
we mounted opposition to this proposal, 
letters to the school board ran 100 to 1 
against the clinics.”’ 

Patton said that one school board 
member received 3,000 letters on the 
issue, a number more representative than 
the 426 surveyed in the poll. 

On the surface, the statement about 
health clinics sounds appealing, said Ellen 
Daleke, who heads the Speaker’s Bureau 
of the San Diego Pro-Life League. But 
campus-based clinics are a disguise for 
dispensing contraceptives, she added.

Synod on laity debates differences in ministries 


Participants hear divergent viewpoints on key issues during first two weeks

VATICAN CITY — The monthlong 
world Synod of Bishops moved into its 
second phase — thrashing out concrete 
proposals for adoption — after hearing 
divergent viewpoints on core lay issues 


facing the contemporary Catholic 
Church. 

Delegates aired differences on themes 
including: 


e Whether to emphasize the laity’s 
role in the world or in the church. 

e The concept of lay ministries and the 
specific tasks open to the laity, especially 
women, within the church. 

e The relationship between the local 
bishop and international lay movements 
working in his diocese. 

e The . development 
spirituality. 

The debate takes place when the more 
than 210 delegates break into small 
working groups, organized by languages, 
to draft proposals for adoption by the 
entire synod. 

The small working groups . were 
scheduled to start Oct. 14 and last until 
Oct. 22, when the delegates were to 
return to plenary sessions to vote on 
proposals to submit to Pope John Paul II.

ALCALA PARK — While people 
worldwide are taking note of the world 
Synod of Bishops now occurring in 
Rome, several local Catholics are 
observing the course of the Oct. 1-30 
meetings with special interest. 

Among these is Jack Beckman, a 
diocesan representative to February’s 
regional conference in Burlingame, 
Calif. 

At that conference, Beckman and 
Kathryn Willets, San Diego’s other 
representative, presented a 22-page 
summary report of responses from lay 
consultations on the synod held 


The synod.is a consultative body to the 
pope, and its proposals do not constitute 
official church policy. In the past, popes 
have used the resolutions as the basis for 
their own documents on the _ issues 
discussed. 

Theme of the October synod is the role 
of the laity in the church and the world. In 
speeches during two weeks of plenary

throughout the diocese. 

U.S. bishop delegates to the synod 
in Rome took San Diego’s and other 
diocesan summary reports and 
information gathered at regional 
conferences to the ‘Synod on the 
Vocation and Mission of the Laity in 
the Church and the World 20 years 
after Vatican I.” 

Beckman said he is surprised that 
the role of women in the church has 
been the initial focus of the synod. 

He had anticipated that lay-clergy 
collaboration, called for in the diocesan 
summary report and at the regional 
conference, would receive more 
emphasis, he said.

sessions before moving into small working 
groups, delegates and a selected group of 
non-voting lay synod participants carved 
out an agenda of issues needing church 
action or clarification. 

Splits developed over whether the 
synod should put more emphasis on the 
lay role in Christianizing the temporal 
world or on opening up more church 


activities and decision-making power to 
the laity. Many delegates who stressed the 
lay role in the world tied this to the need 
for the church to be highly active in the 
political and social lives of their countries. 

The laity in Tanzania ‘‘find no time to 
fight their way into the sacristy either to 
seek employment or to express their 
Catholic identity,’’ said Bishop Polycarp 
Pengo of Tunduru-Masasi, Tanzania. 

““They are happy to find time for the 
evangelization of politics, economy and 
society,’’ he added. 

A cardinal from communist-ruled 
Czechoslovakia said strong lay 
movements are needed to keep 
governments from becoming repressive. 


“The contemporary world is marked 
by cowardice and fear. And it is precisely 
upon these human weaknesses that 
dictators build their dominion,’’ said 
Cardinal Frantisek Tomasek of Prague, 
Czechoslovakia. 


Other delegates said the laity should 
concentrate on Christianizing culture and 
a world marked by religious indifference. 


Archbishop Derek Worlock of 
Liverpool, England, spoke of an over- 
emphasis on the lay role in the church 
after the Second Vatican Council.

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Escondido Deanery sets 


young adult outreach

RANCHO BERNARDO — The 
Escondido Deanery has initiated efforts to 


‘reach out in a greater way to young adults, 


single and married persons ages 18-35. 


At a deanery-wide meeting of priests, 
deacons and lay persons on Tuesday, Oct. 
6, at San Rafael parish, parishes in 
Escondido and Valley Center proposed 
plans to celebrate a monthly Mass oriented 
to young adults on a rotating basis. 

Also, the need surfaced for an area 
young adult center and for an area 
resource person/coordinator for young 
adult ministry and representatives from 
the four churches to formulate a city-wide 
base for young adult ministry. 

A coordinating meeting~is scheduled 
for Oct. 20 to start planning to meet these 
needs and further develop plans for the 
monthly Mass. 


Participants at the deanery meeting from - 


parishes of the southern deanery area 
(Rancho Bernardo, Rancho Pefiasquitos, 
Poway, Mira Mesa, Scripps Ranch) 


decided to schedule a meeting at 7 p.m. 
Oct. 22 at Our Lady of Mt. Carmel, 
Rancho Pefiasquitos, for young adults 
and designated parish staff persons to 
develop a mission statement and plan and 
develop long-range goals for young adult 
ministry. 

Father Roger Lechner, pastor of 
Resurrection parish, «Escondido, and 
dean of the Escondido Deanery, told the 
more than 50 participants, ‘“This is the 
church of Vatican II, your church, all of 
us working together as a community.”’ 

Ken Stonecipher, diocesan associate 
director of young adult ministries, was 
the speaker/resource person for’ the 
meeting. He provided information 
concerning young adult ministry. 

‘‘Parishes have been primarily family 
oriented,’’ he said. ‘‘ Young adults feel they 
have fallen through the cracks. There are 
activities in parishes for families, for 
children and even for youth, but not for 
young adults,’ he added. 

Young adult ministry needs to relate to 
young adults as adults and thus it needs to 
use adult teaching methods, Stonecipher 
said.

. Citizens for Human Life, agreed. The 
‘majority of adults don’t realize that the 
clinics would distribute birth control pills. 
She called these pills abortifacients 
because they alter the lining of the uterus, 
eventually aborting the fetus. 

One of the 63 questions on the survey 
stated: Parental permission should not be 
required before an unmarried teen-ager 
may have an abortion. 

Poll results showed that 57 percent 
disagreed with this statement. 

Governor Deukmejian has already 
signed the law requiring parental consent 
for such abortions, Patton said, adding 
that Planned Parenthood will probably 
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get an injunction against it. 

Parental consent is required for most 
minor surgeries, Fitch said. ‘‘Why would 
abortions, which are major surgery, be 
different?”’ 

Another question asked: Do you favor 
or oppose a constitutional amendment to 
ban all abortions regardless of the 
circumstances? 

Eighty-seven percent of the 
respondents said they oppose the ban on 
abortion, according to the article. 

Outcomes of surveys depend on how 
the questions are formulated, Father 
Regin said. If the amendment called for 
‘protecting human life, people - would 
have responded differently.”’ -

‘“The question (on the ban) is loaded,”’ 
Daleke said. If it were qualified with the 
clause, ‘‘unless the mother’s life is being 
threatened,’’ fewer would have opposed 
the ban, she said, adding that most pro- 
life groups accept abortion under this 
circumstance. ; 

“If those questioned knew that life 
begins at conception, if they saw the 
development of life in the womb, they 
would have responded differently,’’ Fitch 
said.

Patton discredited the objectivity of the 
poll. ‘‘Every year before receiving state 
and federal funds, Planned Parenthood 
comes out with a poll to prove they need 
more money for their failed programs,”’

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October — time of renewal 


October is a very busy month in the life of a parish, and 
since every parish has its own definite personality, the 
reactions will vary. 

All the regular parish activities take up in earnest after 
the summer hiatus,. so CCD classes are on, sacramental 
preparations, teenage groups, young adults and the like. 
RCIA (Rite of Christian Initiation of Adults) is a valuable 
new addition to parish life for convert work, and adult 
education and social activities swing into action. 

But October has its own special characteristics. In 
recent years we have used it for respect life promotions. It 
is important to raise the consciousness of our people to the 
sacredness of life from beginning to end. This is a God- 
given gift that may not be tampered with. 

A few years ago it would not have been considered 
necessary to preach about abortion or euthanasia. 
Catholics looked on them with abhorrence, but in a 
pluralistic society, we have our values constantly 
challenged, mostly by emotional and loaded questions. 

A very important side of October is the Mission 
Sunday occurrence. Our Lord gave us the direct 
command, “‘Going, therefore, make disciples of all 
nations ...”’ (Mt. 28:19). We have the Good News of 
Christ, his person, his message and his example. 

We cannot sit back like arm-chair missionaries and let 


someone else do it. There are missions at home and 


abroad, and they need our active encouragement and 
financial support. Romantic notions of missionary work 
will not support the realities nor the needs of the missions. 
Mission Sunday is also the call to be missionaries to our 
own people, to those we come in contact with in San 
Diego County. We cannot be like the Christian discussed 
by G.K. Chesterton ‘‘who loved with passionate love all 
the heathens around the world and hated his next door 
neighbor!’’ s 
October is also the month of the Holy Rosary, a 


' devotion so blessed by the Mother of God. I can think of 


no other devotion which so powerfully and so effectively 


invokes her intercession. 


As with all devotions, however, it must be spontaneous. 
Some of us prefer it as a private devotion, others like to 
recite it in common. It is most important to remember 
that ‘‘devotions’’ cannot be forced. That’s really a 
contradiction in terms. 

Devotions are necessary to enrich the Christian 
spiritual life. We know that the Holy Sacrifice of the Mass 
is the central act of Christian worship. But what will 
nourish our souls on the days between Sundays, especially 
for those who cannot attend daily Mass? 

Prayer meetings are fulfilling this need for many 
people, priests, Religious and laity. These weekly prayer 
meetings bring Christians together to continue the work 
of praise and adoration, contrition and petition, which are 
begun by Sunday Mass and Holy Communion. 


Since, in practice, the parish family is the visible 
presence of the Body of Christ in the local community, the 
prayer meeting should be a further expression of the 
parish and its spiritual life. 

In San Diego, we are privileged to have the Diocesan 
Charismatic Renewal Center at 7654 Herschel Ave., in 
the La Jolla area of the City of San Diego. The phone 
number is 459-3255. They are available for more 
information, materials and training. While I personally 
prefer more liturgical forms of piety, I recognize the 
importance of this devotion for those whom it helps. 

And we could go on, about October in the life of a 


parish. It is a time of fervent renewal each year on my 
many, many fronts.

Do good Catholics dissent? 


In his meeting with the American bishops in Los 
Angeles on Sept. 16, 1987, Pope John Paul II said: 


“Tt is sometimes claimed that dissent from the 
magisterium is totally compatible with being a ‘good 
Catholic’ and poses no obstacle to the reception of the 
sacraments. This is a grave error...”’ 


This is a very powerful statement and doubtlessly needs 
a great deal of reflection and prayerful thought. 

Within this talk, the pope carefully contextualizes this 
statement by demonstrating certain basic principles: 


¢ It is God’s truth and the grace of the Holy Spirit — 


which attracts assent; 

e This power of God’s truth and the grace of the Spirit 
are gifts given both to those who proclaim God’s message 
and to those to whom it is addressed; 

¢ The church is a “‘sign of contradiction’’; thus, the 
message of the Gospel is not only consoling but also 
disturbing and challenging; 

e The church is a community of faith which calls for 
assent to God’s word as proclaimed through the 
magisterium; assent is thus the ‘‘basic attitude’’ of the 
believer, an attitude of both mind and will/heart; 

¢ Theological discussion must take place within this 
context of faith; dissent cannot be placed on a par with 
authentic teaching; dissent cannot be, then, a basis for 
true pastoral practice; and 

¢ Theologians sustain a legitimate freedom of inquiry, 
a freedom which calls them into service of the church and 


. of its pastors; dissent and confrontation cannot be a 


“‘method’’ in teaching. 

Certain moral ramifications flow from these basic 
principles. 

First: The church is fundamentally a community of 
faith which calls for a ‘‘basic attitude’’ of assent on the 
part of all members. 


Second: Personal conscience is vital for all prudent 
decision-making; but personal conscience does not create ’ 
truth about objective morality (see ‘‘Constitution on the 


Church,”’ n. 25 and 
Freedom,’ n. 14). 

Third: Personal conscience commingles with the basic 
attitude of assent by always adopting a personal respect 
for and attentiveness to (obsequium religiosum) church 
teaching. 

Fourth: A stance of basic respect calls for an attitude of 
mind.and heart which always seeks, first of all, to discern 
the value being protected in church teaching. 

Fifth: The Eucharist sustains a twofold meaning within 
the church: it is a source for unity, healing and 
communion (communio) and it is the sign of unity, healing 
and ecclesial communion. - 

Both of these meanings are viably intertwined. 

To divorce the Eucharist as a source for strength from 
the Eucharist as the sign of unity within the community of 
faith is to adopt an overly narrow appreciation of the true 
meaning of communion. 

The “‘Constitution on the Church in the Modern 
World”’ is encouraging: 

“Such a mission (uniting all under one Spirit) requires 
... that we foster within the church herself mutual esteem, 
reverence and harmony, through the full recognition of 
lawful diversity. ... Hence, let there be unity in what is 
necessary, freedom in what is unsettled, and charity in 
any case’’ (n. 92).

Today the 77-year-old monk accompanies 
his helpers who collect truckloads of 
furniture from thrift stores to distribute to 
needy families. 

He opened a bakery, pantry and 
kitchen where over 150 people are fed 
every night. 

The other Brothers perform a variety of 
duties. Brother Aelred Sedillo said his role 
as guest master builds community 
between the monks and visitors. 

As kitchen manager, Brother Blaise 
Heuke supervises the processing, 
preparation and distribution of food. 
Most of it is donatéd by farms, stores, 
restaurants and fishing expeditions. The 
large quantities received enable the 
monks to give two-thirds of the 
commodities to the poor. 

Brother Raphael Meyer works in the 
abbey’s infirmary and as a computer 
operator; Brother Sokol is assistant novice 
master and carpenter. Brother Thomas 
Cimini functions as the bookkeeper and 


she said. The associate director was 
previously director of the diocesan Media 
Center and is now completing production 
of a slide/sound program that will be used 
to train catechists. 

“The retreats are designed. for 
discernment of God’s call ... to find out 
where participants are as far as their 
spiritual lives. There is time for prayer, 
meditation and liturgy,’’ Jackoskie 
explained. 

“The men (participants) live with the 
seminarians so they can get first-hand 
experience about seminary life,’’ she 
noted. 

She added that ‘‘most young men who 
enter St. Francis Seminary have made the 
retreat.’’ She cited the recently ordained 
Father Steven Callahan, associate pastor 
of Guardian Angels parish in Santee, who 
completed a retreat in spring 1982. 


Because participants must be screened 
before acceptance, Jackoskie said persons 
interested in taking part should quickly 
contact the Vocation Office. 


““We try to get people who are in a 
position to still make a decision about a 
vocation,’’ she explained, adding that the 
programs are geared for persons aged 18 
through mid 30s. 


The retreat is not a one weekend event, 
she explained. Through monthly follow- 
up meetings with a support group, 
participants may discern whether they are 
called to a religious vocation, she said, 
adding, group members share common 
needs, perform service projects and 
receive spiritual direction. 


The office also offers vocation retreats 
in the spring, Jackoskie said, adding that 
the dates have not yet been set.

Brother Aslin illustrated the group’s 
interdependence. ‘‘We all have the same 
goal. In community we’re like (links in) a 
chain. We all have strengths and 
weaknesses; we depend on each other for 
support,’’ he said. 

Prayer and work do not completely fill 
their schedules. Two afternoons a week 


the Brothers pursue their favorite 
diversions. Music ranks high among their 
hobbies as the sounds of guitars, 
harmonica, trumpet and flute testify. 
Bicycling and hiking to the beach are 

other popular pastimes.

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Priest relates Franciscan adventure

Father Laurence P. Dolan was ordained a priest of the San 
Diego diocese in 1965 and last served the diocese as pastor of 
Resurrection parish, Escondido, from 1984 to earlier this year, 
when he left to join the Franciscan Order. The following is his ac- 
count of his early experiences in the Franciscan community: 


I began. my Franciscan adventure after more than a 
year of discernment and with the permission of Bishop 
Leo T. Maher. 

After flying from San Diego on Pentecost Sunday, June 
7, to Oakland for meetings with the provincial and the 
order’s admissions committee, and a visit in Phoenix with 
the indomitable Father Warren Rouse, OFM, who 
formerly served in the San Diego diocese, I flew to 
Guaymas on June 10, to really begin my Franciscan 
adventure. | : 

The plane landed at the Guaymas airport, a single strip 
of land in the middle of the coastal desert of the Mexican 
state of Sonora. When I got off the plane I thought, 
‘‘What have I gotten myself into?’’ as I had the sensation 
that sweat was pouring out of me and my hair was matted 
to my head.

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' After passing through customs, I was accosted by two 
little Mexican boys who began pulling at my luggage and 
yelling,. ‘‘Padre Lorenzo! Padre Lorenzo!’’ The mystery 
was cleared up when I saw one of the Franciscan friars, 
Father John, standing in the corner laughing his head off 
at my discomfort. Those two boys were to become a fix- 
ture in my life over the summer — as would the many 
young people of this amazing community. 

In Father John’s little VW bug we drove to the Casa 
Franciscana in downtown Guaymas. After being welcom- 
ed by the superior, Father Marty, I was shown to my 
room, which looked like something out of a movie: a cot, 
a small table and a straight-backed chair. It was really 
simple, and again I thought, ‘‘What have I gotten myself 
into? 

Then Father Marty took me for a ride to see the parish. 
During that tour I began to feel at home and to experience 
the warmth of love that would only grow and grow during 
the next three months. 

The parish is called Our Lady of Guadalupe. It began 
as just one small parish center along the Guaymas harbor, 
which is, known for its shrimp fishing. Over the course of 
the years, as the population grew into different barrio 
areas, the parish grew with it. Among other features, the 
Franciscans have built and serve eight chapels, three 
medical dispensaries, an orphanage, a home for elderly 
women and three AA groups. 

Our house was in the Barrio Punta Arena — and that’s 
exactly what it is, a Sandy Point. Each afternoon when 
the winds churned up, sand blew and covered everything. 
It was especially fun if you had wash hanging out on the 
line ! 

During a celebration after the dedication of the eighth 
barrio chapel, a teen-ager who lived next to the ‘chapel 
died of cancer. Death is an everyday reality in Guyamas. 
In June, there were 32 deaths in the city; our parish had 
31 of the funerals! 

The family notifies us and off we go — the funeral 
Mass is in the home of the deceased. Since there is no em- 
balming and the heat is so severe, we must bury the dead 
almost immediately. 

Participating in these events with the families of the 
parish was probably one of the most instructive of my ex- 
periences with them. Seeing their resolute faith certainly 
gave me pause to think about my own faith commitment 
and inspired me to try to measure up to their acceptance 
of God’s will in their lives. 

The people have so very little. Most live in dire pover- 
ty. The earth is their floor; most days they are without 
water; the burning heat exhausts them. Yet there is a joy 
and beauty that'shines forth from them that I have never 
seen among any other community. Perhaps in their 
poverty they are able to hear the Word of God more 
acutely than we are. 

The parish community seems always to be eager to 
serve. We have a feeding center called the Meson de Jesuis 
(the Inn of Jesus). Each day, one of 13 cooking teams pro-

vides food for over 300 people. There are no requirements 
for entry into the Meson — only hunger. We always ate 
with the people not only to express our solidarity with 
them, but to help them realize their own dignity as God’s 

chidren. 

My life with the Po community reinforced my 
desire to belong to them. No matter what the problem or 
challenge of the day, there was always laughter in the 
house. 

These men truly share the charism of their founder, St. 
Francis of Assisi. And that charism wishes peace and joy 
to all. From the beginning of our day with community 
morning prayer to the end when the last youths would 
wander away back up into the barrios, we were busy, but 
always happy. I intensely felt the presence of the risen 
Christ in the community and in the people we served.

NORMAL HEIGHTS — This verse from the booklet, 
‘‘The Vocation to Carmel,’’ tells why Rosalind Forrest 
left her career as a psychiatric social worker to become a 
cloistered nun. 

She became Sister Sophia of the Divine Word last April 
when she received the habit of the Discalced Carmelite 
Order. 

The novice spends over five hours a day in prayer. 
Although she prays behind iron grilles and in the solitude 
of her cell, she is united’ mystically with all the members of 
Christ’s Body. 

Sister Forrest’s day centers around the Eucharist. 
Every morning at 7:30 she and the 17 professed Carmelite 
Sisters gather for Mass in the oratory located at the side of 
their chapel’s sanctuary. 

Special liturgies, such as the recent novena of Masses in 
honor of St. Teresa of Avila, are celebrated in the 
evenings. 

The novena drew over 50 people to the Carmelite 
chapel. A sense of unity prevailed as the Sisters’ singing 
filled the chapel and encouraged other voices to join in. 

“The reflection that happens with our music is 
unique,”’ Sister Forrest told the Southern Cross. ‘“There is a 
contemplative sense to our singing ... that touches in 
people what they’re hungry for.”’ 

The novice joins the other Sisters in praying the Divine 
Office at regular intervals. She also devotes about three 
hours a day to mental prayer and spiritual reading. 

‘Mental prayer is a nourishing time. It’s a time to

focus on why I am here,’’ she said. 

Sometimes the setting for meditation is her cell, which 
she called ‘‘another sanctuary, a sacred place, a holy 
space.’’ Several symbols add to this environment: a holy 
water font, a picture of Our Lady of Mt. Carmel and a 
large wooden crucifix without the corpus (body. of Christ). 
‘‘We are to be the corpus on the cross,’’ the novice said. 

During her three-year formation program, Sister 
Forrest receives daily instruction from Sister Desiree 
Mulloy, directress of formation. The novice studies 
Scripture, prayer, liturgy, church history and human 
development. 

“We focus on integrating the whole person — physical, 
psychological and. spiritual,’’ said Mother Crista 
Burington, prioress. 

The Carmelite curriculum also includes the history of 
the order and the writings of St. Teresa of Avila and St. 
John of the Cross. 

St. Teresa reformed the Carmelite order in the 16th 
century; St. John of the Cross collaborated with her in 
establishing the Discalced Carmelite friars, Mother 
Burington explained. 

Sister Forrest detailed other activities which support 
her life of prayer. 

During meals — all of them meatless — the Sisters do 
not converse. Instead they listen to readings and tapes 
appropriate to the liturgical seasons of the year. 

Household tasks and gardening also cultivate the nun’s 
contemplative role. ‘‘Repetitive tasks have a freeing 
effect,’’ Sister Forrest said. ‘“They enable you to reflect. 
It’s in these everyday moments I am put in touch with my 
brothers and sisters doing the same work. We are one 
Body.”’ 

The novice also experiences that oneness with members 
of the Carmelite community. They enjoy two daily 
periods of recreation, which she described \as a 
“community time of joyful sharing’? — of exchanging 
news about each other’s family. 

Silence is observed the rest of the day, except for 
necessary speaking. ‘‘There is a respect for silence. It is 
joyful, not oppressing,’’ she said, smiling.

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Diocese is first to restructure diaconate

ALCALA PARK — The Diocese of 
San Diego is the first diocese in the 
United States to restructure its diaconate 
program in accordance with revisions in 
the Code of Canon Law and guidelines 
issued by the U.S. National Council of 
Catholic Bishops. 

The new program is the result of a 
three-year review and _ evaluation 
conducted by the Office of the Permanent 
Diaconate (OPD) under the direction of 
Bishop Leo T. Maher. 

Father Patrick Foley, OPD director, 
said he conducted a needs assessment by 
individually interviewing every deacon in 
the diocese, most of their wives and 
pastors and members of the priests’ 
deaneries. 

He also received input from the 
National Association of Permanent 
Diaconate Directors. 

The new program for deacons has three 
components: completion of prerequisites 
for application, a preliminary formation 
program to prepare for ordination, and 
an ongoing formation program, which 


continues throughout the life of the 
deacon. 

Prerequisites include a study of 
Scripture, Christology, sacraments and 
the church. These courses are offered 
through the Diploma Program of the 
Diocesan Department of Educational 
Ministry. They can be completed in two 
years, or at a slower pace. 

In addition, candidates are expected to 
participate in parish ministry and social 
justice programs, Father Foley said. 
Their spiritual preparation includes 
spiritual direction and participation in 
days of recollection and annual retreats 
and workshops. 

“*The prerequisites point to the signs of 
a vocation to the permanent diaconate,’’ 
the director said. ‘‘They help the 
candidate and our office in the 
discernment process.”’ 

After completing the prerequisites, 
candidates can apply for the preliminary 
formation program. They and their 
family members are interviewed by a 
member of the Executive Board of the 
Permanent Diaconate and are given 
psychological tests by Catholic 
Community Services. 


Those who are accepted into 
preliminary formation pursue a two-year 
period of studies in moral theology, canon 
law, homiletics, liturgy and social justice. 

““The preliminary formation 
emphasizes the centrality of the 
Sacrament of Matrimony,’’ Father Foley 
said, adding that 94 percent of permanent 
deacons in the United States are married. 

Candidates’ wives are required to 
attend classes, retreats and days of 
recollection with their husbands. 

Father Foley emphasized the never- 
ending dimension of spiritual and 
academic growth. ‘This process will only 
be completed when we have reached the 
fullness of the kingdom,’’ according to the 
preamble to policies on deacons’ ongoing 
formation. 

Every year deacons are required to 
spend a minimum of 30 hours of 
classroom time in continuing education. 
According to Canon Law, they are 
expected .to pray the Morning and 
Evening Prayer of the Divine Office, do 
Scripture reading, receive the Eucharist 
daily and practice regular mental prayer. 

The deacons also form support groups, 
which meet six times a year to share their 


common concerns. 

Each deacon’s ministry is reviewed 
annually according to his Diaconal 
Mission Agreement. Priests and deacons’ 
wives participate in this review. 

Every three years an on-site evaluation 
of deacons is conducted to assist, support 
and strengthen them in their ministry. 
Pastors, deacons’ wives and the OPD 
director have input into this assessment. 

Restructuring the diaconate program 
necessitated a two-year suspension of 
accepting candidates. Receiving men into 
a program that was undergoing major 
revisions would have been an injustice to 
them, Father Foley said. 

Forty potential applicants are now in 
the first phase of the program and 76 
deacons have begun their ongoing 
formation. 

The director eyes 
program with optimism. 

“‘This is a new order of ministry in its 
function and involvement. It will take a 
couple of generations to integrate the role 
of deacons in the life of the church,’’ 
Father. Foley said. However, he noted 
“‘tremendous growth in acceptance of 
deacons by pastors, laity and Religious.’’

Sister Forrest’s schedule allows for free 
time as well as structured activities. 
““Structure is important,’’ she said. ‘“The 
Lord works in everything we do.”’ 

The 42-year-old novice explained how 
the Lord has been working in her life. 

As a second grader she wanted to be a 
nun. At age 13 a priest took her and other 
girls from St. Charles School, Imperial 
Beach, to visit the Carmelite monastery. 

She wanted to enter the order after 
graduating from the Convent of the 
Sacred Heart High School in El Cajon, 
but her mother and the prioress advised 


her to first attend college for two years. 

She majored in music at Dominican 
College in San Rafael, Calif. The Second 
Vatican Council was in session during 
this time. After graduating in 1966, she 
no longer felt called to the Religious life. 
“*T didn’t know what I was called to,’’ she 
said. 

She earned a teaching credential at San 
Diego State University and taught high 
school for two years. The early 1970s saw 
her studying for a master’s degree in 
theology at the University of San 
Francisco. ‘‘I thought the contemplative 
life was passe then,’’ she said.

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Her career turned to parish ministry. 
She served as a parish liturgist in Omaha, 
Neb. and parish associate in Peoria, Ill. 

“Off and on I felt called to the 
Religious life,’’ Sister Forrest said. ‘‘I 
wondered if it was an illusion — if I was 
looking for security. There was always a 
sense of connectedness with God.’’ 

Her third career in social-work claimed 
the next nine years of her professional 
life..After earning a master’s degree in 
social work at Loyola University in 
Chicago, she returned to San Diego and 
was employed as a psychiatric social 
worker at Grossmont District Hospital. 

During this time she was active in the 
Cursillo movement and sang with the San 
Diego Master Chorale. She said her life 
was fulfilled but without goals. ‘‘I felt the 
Lord was calling me in a persistent, 
gentle, loving way.”’ 

She responded to that call by taking a 


series of steps, which will lead to her 
profession as a Carmelite nun. 

A monthlong live-in period at the 
monastery preceded her entrance into the 
order as a postulant in 1986. 


She reflectively recalls her pre- 
Carmelite years. ‘‘I have been exposed to 
everything I wanted to do. I got all the 
jobs I wanted. I have traveled throughout 
the United States and Europe. Now I 
can’t imagine being anywhere but here. 
I’m home.’’

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Serrans ‘move mountains’ for vocations

There is an anecdote in the Serra Club 
of San Diego that goes thus: Serran Bob 
Lawrence was once approached and 
asked to define the difference between the 
Sierra Club (environmental and 
conservation) and the Serra Club 
(religious vocations). Bob’s answer was, 
*~'*Sierrans climb mountains. Serrans 
move them!”’ 

And move them they must in their 
attempt to carry out their objectives 
which are: 

e¢ To foster and promote vocations to 
the ministerial priesthood of the Catholic 
Church as a particular vocation to serve, 
and to develop appreciation of the 
ministerial priesthood and of all religious 
vocations in the Catholic Church; 

e To further Catholicism by 
encouraging its members, in fellowship 
and through education, to fulfill their 
Christian vocation to service. 

Toward these ends, the club 
encourages parish councils to establish 
vocations committees within their 

respective parishes. Thus, they may 
promote vocations awareness in the 
parish community and _ disseminate 
vocation information to all potential 
* candidates. 

The Serra Club conducts ‘£31 Club”’ 
presentations, at the invitation of pastors, 
at Sunday Masses. The objective is to 
encourage parishioners to attend an 
additional Mass each month for the 
intention of increased vocations. 

The Serra Club of San Diego maintains 
close liaison with the Diocesan Vocations 
Office and the Diocesan Media Center at 
the University of San Diego to keep itself 
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informed of the latest vocational 
information, and provide and assist in 
purchasing audio and video presentations 
on vocational subjects for use in the 
diocese. 

Twice a year, normally in March and 
November, the Serra Club sponsors a 
breakfast/brunch for the young men of 
the diocese attending a vocations retreat 
at St. Francis Seminary in San Diego.

In an address to the membership at a 
meeting on Sept. 23, Father Ray Ryland, 
the club’s chaplain, stated that the Serra 
Club should not be taken for granted, and 


its members should make their 
organization better known to other 
Catholics, relating their objectives and 
responsibilities toward fostering vocations 
to the priesthood. 

He urged Serrans to systematically 
study their faith through books, 
periodicals, journals and Catholic 
newspapers. He also encouraged them to 
pray and urge young people to consider a 
religious vocation. 

The first Serra Club was fovined in 
1935. Members chose Father Junipero 
Serra, the Spanish Franciscan, as the 
club’s patron. There are presently 507 
Serra Clubs with 16,226 members in 29 
countries. 

At the 1986 International Convention, 
the organization voted to open its 
previously all-male membership to 
women as well. 

In 1986 Bishop Leo T. Maher granted 
permission to proceed with the 
establishment of a new Serra Club in San 
Diego with the following boundaries: east 
of Route No. 15 and south of Miramar 
Reservoir. The proposed club in 
formation will be known as East San 
Diego Serra Club, which meets on the 
first and third Friday for 7 a.m. Mass at 
Mission Basilica San Diego de Alcala, 
followed by a breakfast and program. 

There is also a North County Serra 
Club that meets on the second Tuesday 
for a 7 a.m. Mass and breakfast at St. 
Mark parish, San Marcos. It meets on the 


fourth Tuesday for a noon luncheon - 


meeting.

conversion of manner (chastity) is a 
liberating force in their lives.

authority of priests’’ and find Brothers 
more approachable. ‘‘I’m a co-worker 
with Augustinian priests; together we 
promote God’s kingdom.”’

It’s a trite 
story filled with cliches, salvaged only 
by the terrific work of Grey and Swayze.

UNIVERSITY HEIGHTS — Thirty- 
five student government leaders from the 
four Catholic high. schools in San 
Diego assembled at the Academy of Our 
Lady of Peace Oct. 8 to discuss mutual 
concerns. ore 

The students from OLP, Marian, Saint 
Augustine, and the University of San 
Diego high schools listened as an assistant 
to San Diego Mayor Maureen O’Connor 
read a proclamation declaring the day to 
be “‘Youth Leadership Day.”’ 


Lynn Sharp-Underwood then 
addressed the group, describing 
requirements of good leadership. 


Commitment, willingness to serve and a 
positive attitude are qualities of good 
leaders, she said. 

Consensus, vision and planning are 
developed by participating in student 
government, she said. ‘‘I use all these 
skills in my job.”’ 

Leaders must.learn to take risks and to 
look at the bigger picture, Sharp- 
Underwood said. ‘‘You must see the 
possibilities and be willing to at least 
consider’’ trying something new. 

“‘Lots of people are going to say that 
“you can’t do’ something. You make the 
choice about whether you’re willing to 
believe them,’’ she said. ‘‘It’s not that I 
don’t believe in failure, but I do believe in 
challenge.’’

Enthusiastic applause demonstrated the 


students’ approval of Sharp-Underwood’s 
presentation. 

“I was enlightened’’ by the speech, 
said Robert Piconi, Saint’s Associated 
Student Body president. ‘I’ve had 
doubts about what I want to do (in my 
life). She made me realize that if I want to 
do something, I can. ... She inspired me 
to get over my fears.’’ 

“She got to me. I usually don’t listen

concentration on the renewal of worship 
and the structures of the church after the 
council that lay people have been drawn 
into new ministries and structures for 
dialogue and have perhaps overlooked 
their secular responsibilities,’’ he said. 


A different view was presented by 
Cardinal Tomas O’Fiaich of Armagh, 
Northern Ireland, who called the laity 
‘*an untapped resource.”’ : 

‘*The laity are not involved in decision- 
making processes and not consulted on 

»-Amportant issues,’’ he said. 

“The clergy — including the bishops 
— are slow to hand over some of their 
territory to lay workers,’’ the cardinal 
added. 

An African archbishop proposed that 
lay people be accepted as_ regular 
ministers of baptism, matrimony and 
anointing of the sick — sacramental tasks 
normally reserved to priests or deacons. 
Such a policy would ease the priest 
shortage, said Archbishop Elias Mutale of 
Kasama, Zambia. 

‘‘We must admit that the portion of the 
lay participation in church life is far from 
adequate,’’ the archbishop said. 

A top Vatican official said the laity 
should be regularly consulted on the 
“very difficult and important question 
of choosing bishops. Cardinal Bernardin 
Gantin, head of the Vatican 
Congregation for Bishops, said canon law 

provides for lay consultation. 

During the first two weeks, discussion 
on the lay role in the church focused on 
the term ‘‘ministry’’ and the need to 
clearly define it. 

Archbishop Roger M. Mahony of Los 
Angeles said the term ‘‘minister’’ should 
be reserved for those in full-time, formal 
church positions. He asked that the term 
lay. mmimlister.. be. ejected sas, ya 
‘contradiction in terms’’ and urged a 


clearer distinction between lay and clergy 
roles. 

Some delegates suggested it would be 
better to use terms such as lay missions,

“The question of the accession of 
women to ordained ministry remains 
controversial in our community,’’ Bishop 
Hamelin said. 

‘*The reasoning used so far to explain 
the reservation of sacred orders to men 
has not seemed convincing, especially not 
to young people,’’ he added. 

Some synod delegates called for an end 
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to legal barriers and practices which 
hinder the access of women to positions in 
the church’s diplomatic corps, Vatican 
congregations, as seminary teachers and 
in local, national and _ international 
church decision-making bodies. 

Others, however, stressed that limits 


should be placed on women’s role in the 
church. 


“*Every effort should be made to avoid 
the ‘clericalization’ of women,’’ said 
Cardinal Raul Primatésta.
